Romulus Tops List in 


Construction Report 


According to the 2001 report, 
Nonresidential DevelopmentActiv- 
ity in Southeastern Michigan, com- 
pletion of the two-million-square- 
foot Edward H. McNamara Termi- 
nal at Detroit Metro Airport helped 
the City of Romulus take the 
region's number-one spot for non- 
residential construction. The an- 
nual report tracked projects in the 
seven-county Southeastern Michi- 
gan region during 2001. 

The top five communities (by 
total square feet of floor space) 
are: 

Romulus (5,432,719 sq. ft.) 
Detroit (4,639,000 sq. ft.) 
Troy (2,957,538 sq. ft.) 
Warren (2,352,927 sq. ft.) 
Southfield (2,324,138 sq. ft.) 
Even without the airport foot- 
age, Romulus, with over three mil- 
lion square feet of nonresidential 
construction, would have ranked 
second only to Detroit. 

"Those numbers clearly dem- 
onstrate that Romulus is develop- 
ing for a prosperous future,” said 
Romulus Mayor Alan R. Lambert. 
"This development trend is inclu- 
sive of, but in no way exclusive to, 
the expansion of Detroit Metro- 
politan Airport." 
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Choate Urges Care When ian ria Ballot 


Romulus City Clerk Linda Choate is 
urging voters to take particular care 
when completing their ballots for the 
August 6 primary election. 

"There are a couple of things that 
voters should keep in mind," she said. 

"First of all, since this is a primary 
election, you can't ‘split your ticket,” 
Choate explained. "Vote in only one of 
the two partisan sections — Democratic 
or Republican. 

"If you do vote for both Democratic 
and Republican candidates, the partisan 
portion of your ballot will be rejected,” 
she added. 

Choate also cautioned voters to 
check both sides of the ballot before 
turning it in, since there are items on 
each side.

PROPOSALS 

State Proposal 02-1: 

A proposal to amend the provision of 
the state constitution governing the 
operation of the State Officers Com- 
pensation Commission (SOCC) 

The proposed constitutional amend- 
ment would: 

Add Attorney General and Secre- 
tary of State to list of state officials 
whose salaries and expense allowances 
are determined by the SOCC. The list 
currently includes the State Legislature, 
Governor, Lieutenant Governor and 
Supreme Court Justices. 

Require the legislature to approve 
by majority vote any salary and expense 
allowance determinations proposed by 
the SOCC before determinations go into 
effect. Currently, the SOCC's determi- 
nations go into effect unless rejected by 
a 2/3 vote of legislature. 

Allow legislature to reduce com- 
pensation increases proposed by the 
SOCC. 

Provide thatthe SOCC's salary and 
expense determinations would take ef- 
fect after the next general election.

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Voters Urged To Support Proposal K

As many of our readers know, The 
Romulus News never gives endorse- 
ments to political candidates and rarely 
takes a position on ballot proposals. 

That's because we don't believe it's 
our place to “tell” citizens how to vote. 
We prefer to present them with informa- 
tion from all sides of an issue and let 
them make up their own minds. 

But, every once in a while, an issue 
seems so plainly clear-cut, so obvious 
in its potential impact on the residents of 
the community, that it's hard not to speak 
out and urge a particular course of ac- 
tion. This is one of those times. 

Among the issues that voters will 
decide when they go to the polls on 
Tuesday, August 6, is "Proposal K" — 
which, if approved, would authorize the 
levy of an additional 1.5 mills county- 
wide for special-education programs. In 
other school districts around Wayne 
County, Proposal K's approval would 
mean a tax increase of about $150 per 
year for the owner of a $200,000 home. 

But that won't be the case here in 
the Romulus school district. 


lf Proposal K passes county-wide, 
homeowners within the boundaries of 
the Romulus Community Schools will 
actually save money. In fact, the owner 
of a $200,000 home will save $50 per 
year. 

How can this be? Earlier this year, 
the Romulus Board of Education voted 
to lower the district's "hold harmless" 
millage by 2.0 mills if Proposal K's 1.5- 
mill increase goes into effect. The net 
result for Romulus Community Schools 
homeowners would be a 0.5-mill de- 
crease in their tax bill. 

Why say "no" to something that 
saves you money and benefits your 
community at the same time? 

And make no mistake: Supporting 
funding for special-education programs 
will benefit Romulus, as well as other 
communities.

Judge Offers His Own Perspective 
on "Rating" Judicial Candidates

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The Rouge River: What Fertilizers, 
Motor Oil, and Dogs Have in Common 


Editor's note: This ts the final arti- 
cle in a three-part series about the 
Rouge Riverfrom the City of Romulus. 

You're a good person. You work 
hard, pay your taxes, drive the kids to 
baseball/soccer/dance practice, and 
volunteer at the senior center. You 
take pride in the appearance of your 
home and car, van, or truck. Neigh- 
bors wave to you when they see you 
walking the family dog. Yes, youare a 
good person. 

It's hard to believe that someone 
of your high standards and strong 
ethical character might be poisoning 
the neighborhood drinking water. 

But this is exactly what might be 
happening whenever substances like: 
motor oil or antifreeze are dumped 
covertly down storm drains. How 
many times have you fertilized the 
lawn this year? Is your car, van, or 
truck slowly, steadily leaking oil or 
antifreeze in the driveway? And when 
Bandit the family dog relieved himself 
of the Snausages he wolfed down 
earlier, did you stop to scoop it up 
from the lawn or street, or did you 
think, "Ah, well. The rdin'll wash it 
away." 

Fertilizers, pesticides, motor oil, 
antifreeze, pet waste, and yard waste. 
It can all end up washed into the 
Rouge River, threatening to pollute 
the water beyond redemption. 

Whatever you see flowing down 
your driveway and street during a 
morning rain may very well end up in 
the river by nightfall. This also means 
it may very well end right back in your 
water glass or the baby's bath in a 
day or two. (Nature, water processing 
plants, and in-home water-filtration 
Systems can only do so much to 
eliminate pollutants.) 


The bottom line: We all have a 
stake-in cleaning and protecting the 
Rouge River. 

The following are suggested ways 
we can all help improve and maintain 
the health of the Rouge River. These 
suggestions do not ask you to make 
large personal sacrifices or unwieldy 
compromises in your daily life. 

Post these suggestions on the 
refrigerator. Get the family involved. 
Make them a habit. 

e Keep fertilizers, pesticides, and 
herbicides off paved surfaces and 
out of storm drains. Choose a 
slow-release formula available 
from your local lawn and garden 
store. 

e Wash your car, truck, or van ata 
local car wash. This allows soapy 
water and pollutants to run into 
the sanitary sewer for treatment 
and not the storm drain for dis- 
charge into the river. 

e Repair vehicles and lawn equip- 
ment only where leaks can't flow 
into the street or drain. 

e Don't use your garden hose as a 
broom to wash debris into the 
drain. Collect debris and put it in 
the trash for pickup. 

e Slope hard surfaces like drive- 
ways and sidewalks toward veg- 
etation, not storm drains. 

e Take a scoop and small plastic or 
paper bag along for the evening 
walk with Bandit, the family dog, 
just in case ... 

All of the suggestions above are 
simple things that most anyone can 
do. They are also things that, if done 
consistently, will have a profoundly 
positive effect on maintaining the 
health of the Rouge River for years to 
come.

A proposalto allow certain permanent

Jails Millage Renewal 

To renew the millage authorized in 
1998, shall Wayne County be autho- 
rized to continue to levy this millage at 
the 2001 rollback rate of .9432 mills

(2002 through 2011) for any of the fol- 
lowing previously authorized uses:

County Proposal K: 
Special Education Millage Proposal 

The following proposal asks voters 
to consider an additional 1.5 mills for 
mandated special education programs 
beginning in 2002. The current authori- 
zation of 2.00 mills, which the voters 
approved at 1.00 mill in 1974 with an 
additional mill in 1988, has been rolled 
back to 1.8679 mills through application 
of the Headlee Amendmentto the Michi- 
gan Constitution. The funds would be 
restricted to supporing these mandated 
programs in Wayne County school dis- 
tricts and reduce the reliance on the 
districts’ general funds for this purpose. 

Shall the limitation on the annual 
property tax rate previously approved 
by the electors of Wayne County Re- 
gional Educational Service Agency, 
Michigan, for the education of persons 
with disabilities be increased by 1.50 
mills ($1.50 on each $1,000 of taxable 
valuation)?

A total of five area attorneys are 
vying for the seat of retiring 34th District 
Court Judge William J. Szlinis.

But, forthe most 
part, a person's knowledge of what oc- 
curs in a court is limited to what Is 
presented by the media or when one is 
required to appear in court," he ex- 
plained. "Thus, a judge has a duty to 
inform and educate the people in the 
way the court functions and its role 
within the community." 

Chedraue says he is guided by 
words of wisdom from his mother. 

"My mothertaught me that if! worked 
hard, | could achieve the American 
dream. She also taught me to respect 
and treat people fairly and honestly. It 
was her belief that if you respected 
others you could respect yourself.” 

Chedraue has 15 years' experience 
as atrial attorney — 2 with the Legal Aid 
and Defender's Office; the past 13 in 
private practice — in the areas of juve- 
nile, criminal, probate, traffic, misde- 
meanor, and real-estate law. He was 
rated "qualified" by the Detroit Metro- 
politan Bar Association.

Glaab is also actively involved in 
education — including service on a facili- 
ties study committee for the Huron 
School District and participation in Na- 
tional Reading Day, the Boy Scouts of 
America "Outreach" program, and the 
Junior Achievement "Economics of Stay- 
ingin School" program —as wellas in his 
church, where he is a lector, Parish 
Council member, Director of Altar Serv- 
ers, and former Catechism instructor. 

According to Glaab, our courts play 
a definite role in helping families keep 
children on the correct path in life.

lt was through Dolson's experience 
at Treadwell School that he first discov- 
ered what he describes as "a need for 
increased state financial support for 
education in our local schools.”

The new pool complex at Romulus 
High School should be a truly special 
addition to the district's already out- 
standing athletic facilities. The 23,600- 
square-foot building will feature training 
and competitive pools as well as locker’ 
rooms for men, women, and families. 
Seating will accommodate approxi- 
mately 250 spectators. 

The 8-lane competitive pool will be 
75 feet long by 59 feet wide, and havea 
14-foot-deep end suitable for diving.

One of the most exciting features of 
the pool facility will be a top-of-the-line 
score board and timing system which 
utilizes ultra-sensitive mechanisms in 
both the starting blocks and the finishing 
touch-plates to measure time in one- 
thousandths of a seeond.
